Alluding once more to the bond election in Berkeley Saturday,

The situation respecting school bufld- 
ings is one denfknding immediate attention, for, as stated previ- 
onsly, the accommodations are limited and no rule of sanitation 
caa be applied that wfll insure complete immunity from disease.

- packed in structures insufficient in capacity and lacking the ac- 


cessories of modernity the progress of the pupil is hampered and 
iis health endangered. But this is not all The school buildings, or 
-some of them, in Berkeley are looked upon as positively danger- 
ous and a menace to Me. But laying aside this feature and dis- 
"cussing only that applying to crowded conditions, in that "will be 


found a sufficient reason for voting the money asked. Berkeley 
is a promising city with a brilliant future, but that future wfll be 
sacrificed unless the citizens take care of the schools, for the 
first question the home-seeker asks concerns educational facili- 
ties, and if these are lacking he moves on. Good schools are 
population getters. 


Civic centers have been described as entities maMng for 


luity; the external expression of real feeling on the part of the 
people and the small sum asked for the purchase of a square in 
the business center ought to be voted without hesitation. 


As to turning down the bonds for improving the waterfronfc, 


when it is considered that two dollars wfll be spent for each one 
voted, the United States duplicating the appropriation; when it 
Is considered that Berkeley is entitled to the same benefits that 
vfll be derived from the harbor system on the east side of the 
bay as wiH fall to Oakland and Richmond, it does not seem pos- 
sible that Berkeley will reject the plan. To do so means to im- 
pose on her merchants the cost of drayage from either Oakland 
or Richmond, and as in the final analysis the consumer pays all,, 
consequent acceleration of prices on goods sold, 
. 


With the enterprise Berkeley has manifested in the past, it 


does not seem probable that now, when such splendid opportuni- 
ties exist, the citizens will reject them.

The safe 
was built into the ninth floor of the 
new City-Hall, big special girders and 
beams and reinforced concrete have 
been provided to carry Its weight. 


It was necessary to prepare the city 


vault against fire and safe blowers, as 
there are occasions when Jit contains 
from. -51,000,000 to $2.000.000 or inor-e 
in bond moneys' and city funds. 
It 


also contains valuable deeds aad rec- 
ords that must be preserved. 


City Treasurer Edwin Meese has di- 
rect charge of the big vault and per- 
sonally sets the time lock every night, 
•which- makes it Impossible for any- 
body, even though they have keys and 
the combination, to open the great 
safe until the following morning at the 
hour set 
The time;lock is set from 
inside the safe, and when the safe Is 
closed cannot be reached until it auto- 
matically unlocks when the clock reg- 
isters the hour determined upon.

Bnt the big vault in City Treasurer 
ileese's office Is a triumph of modern 
workmanship. The walls, floor and 
celling, which are set in the re-en- 
forced concrete of the City Hall, are 
made In three" layers, the first, layer 
being of open-hearth steel, the-second 
of five-ply welded chrome steel and 
iron and the third of 'open-hearth 
steel. There is a vestibule, the sides, 
top and bottom of which are three 
Inches thick, made in three layers. 


BATTUE KROOP, TOO. 


There °re two doors, an outside and 
an inner door. The outside door is 
said to be as near bnrglar proof as is 
possible, and from the workmanship 
and material would seem to be strong 
enough to resist a German 14-inch 
siege gun. It is made in seven layers 
fastened with special steel tap bolts.

for a general tax on railroad freight and 
ihls was expected to start lively discus- 
sion. It has been figured that such a 
levy easily would bring In WO.WO.OOO, but 
opposition to it is felt by members of 
both houses of congress. The real issue. 
It is stated, is whether to rates the entire 
necessary balance by a. tax on freight or 
by scattering the levy among other lines 
of business. Cigarettes, in all probability, 
will be put on the list of taxable articles 
already decided upon. Suggestions that 
automobiles not engaged In .commerce 
and golf balls be taxed have been re- 
ceived by the committee. 
Democratic senators supporting 
the 


$53,000.000 rivers and harbors appropria- 
tion bill have asked since the war for 
revised estimates as to the sums actually 
needed to carry on pending river and 
harbor works and for the most urgent 
new projects, with a .view to a possible 
pruning of the measure. Republicans de- 
clare that the bill .is drawn UP extrava- 
gantly and that If some of the new pro- 
jects called for were abandoned the $100.- 
000,000 revenue bill would not be required. 
A conference between the supporters of 
the measure and Republican senate lead-

$1.50. Domestic wines pay various 
taxes. 
Chairman tlnderwood said he be- 
lieved the Kit would be approved by 
the President and the Democrats in 
Congress. It is estimated that the net 
revenue from the freight tax will be
